were among 12 suspects busted in an al- | 


leged drug-dealing ring that sold $75,000 
worth of crack and cocaine per month, Suffolk 
County prosecutors said. 

The accused ringleader, 35-year-old De- 
ris “Derry” Denilo Matamoros Alvarado of 
Riverhead, was charged with operating as a 
major trafficker, criminal sale of a controlled 
substance, conspiracy, and other charges. He 
and some of the other suspects facing related 
charges are members of the 18th Street gang, a 
rival of MS-13, authorities said. 

“They were selling in front of retail estab- 
lishments and in public areas, and the people 
selling those drugs were dangerous gang mem- 
bers,” said Suffolk County District Attorney 
Timothy Sini, adding that the gang was ‘terror- 
izing the community.” 


‘The East End Drug Task Force investiga- 


tion began in July 2020 and involved the use 
of undercover officers, roving surveillance, 
electronic surveillance, and court-authorized 
eavesdropping. Investigators found the sus- 
pects dealt to hundreds of buyers in Riverhead, 
the Hamptons and in the Town of Brookhaven. 
When investigators executed search warrants 
at seven locations on April 23, they seized about 
a half a kilogram of powder cocaine, 50 ecstasy 
pills, seven grams of methamphetamine, a .38 
revolver handgun, and $70,000 in cash. 

The suspects pleaded not guilty at Suffolk 
County court and those facing the most serious 
charges could be sentenced to up to 25 years in 
prison, if convicted. 

“This case, once again, underscores the per- 
sistence of dangerous drug traffickers in our 
area and the need for coordinated law enforce- 
ment action to stop them,” Southampton Town 
Police Chief Steven Skrynecki said. “These de- 
fendants put our residents at high risk through 
the deadly products they peddle.”

WHB Breaks Ground on New Sewers 


HAMPTONS OFFICIALS HELD A GROUND BREAKING CEREMONY ON APRIL 23

‘ he Village of Westhampton Beach contractors 
broke ground April 23 on the first expansion of 
a sewer system on the East End in recent memory. 

Officials held a ceremony cheering the $17 mil- 
lion project while crews nearby dug the first pit as 
they prepared to hook up the village downtown and 
two condominium complexes to a Suffolk County- 
run treatment facility. 

“This essential infrastructure project will elimi- 
nate 5,000 pounds of nitrogen each year from our 
bay, representing a 24% reduction,” Westhampton 
Beach Mayor Moore told reporters during a news 
conference, noting that it will also allow for more 
apartments and dining OpPestneS in the down- 
town area. 

Once completed, the system will reduce ground- 
water pollution from septic systems seeping in sur- 


rounding waterways. Wastewater will instead be 
pumped to Suffolk County Sewer District 24’s treat- 


‘ment plant at Frances S. Gabreski Airport, which 


serves the airport, the Air National Guard base and 
companies in the Hampton Business District. 


“Our environment is our economy,” said New — 


York State Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Har- 
bor), who was also on hand for the ceremony. He 
called the expansion a “game changer.” 


The project is partly funded through the toda es- ~ 


tate tax-supported Community Preservation Fund. 
It is expected to take about a year to run the two- 
mile-long pipe up Old Riverhead Road to the sew- 
age plant. 

“This day is a long time coming,” said Southamp- 


ton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman. “Don't” 


underestimate the amount of work that it took to 
get to this day.” 


COVID-19 Restrictions Eased at Venues

M ore New York venues are 
going to reopen more as 
the region heads further into 
spring. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo an- 
nounced that museums and zoos 
will be able to open at 50 percent 
capacity on April 26. Movie the- 
aters will be able to open at 33 
percent on April 26, and indoor 
large sports arenas, such as Mad- 
ison Square Garden and Barclays 


Center, will be able to open at 25 
percent on May 19. 

“We're not just building back 
New York, we’re building it back 
better than ever before,” Cuomo 
said. 

The change comes after restau- 
rants and bars to operate indoors 
until midnight as of April 19 and 
New Yorkers ages 16 and older 
will not need an appointment to 
be vaccinated for COVID-19 at all 
state-run vaccination sites as of 
April 28. 


It also comes as the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control issued updat- 
ed guidance on April 27 stating 
that fully vaccinated people can 
safely engage in outdoor activities 
like walking and hiking without 


wearing masks but should con- - 


tinue to use face-coverings in 
public spaces where they are re- 
quired now that as more than half 
of all adults in the United States 
have received at least one dose of 
COVID-19 vaccine.

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Gosman’s Market Owners, Captain Charged 
With $250K Fish Fraud

wo owners of the storied Gosman’s 

fish market in Montauk and a com- 
mercial fisherman schemed to catch 
and sell more than 74,000 lbs. worth of 
overharvested fish worth a quarter mil- 
lion dollars over a two-year span, federal 
prosecutors claim. . 

_ A federal grand jury indicted Bryan 
Gosman, Asa Gosman, their company, 
Bob Gosman Co. Inc., and 61-year-old 
fishing captain Christopher Winkler on 
charges of conspiracy to commit mail © 
and wire fraud, obstruction, as well 
as unlawfully frustrating the National 
Ocean and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion’s efforts to regulate federal fisheries. 
Winker and the company also face fraud 
charges, according to the U.S. Attorney 
for the Eastern District of New York. The 
court unsealed the indictment on April 
21. 

Winkler, the captain of the boat New 
Age, went on about 70 fishing trips in 
which he caught more fluke or black sea 
bass than allowed by federal quotas be- 
tween May 2014 and July 2016, authori- 
ties said. He then allegedly sold the fish 
to a now-defunct company and an unin- 
dicted co-conspirator, who investigators 
did not name, in the New Fulton Fish 
Market in the Bronx. 

The Gosmans had an ownership in- 


terest in the defunct company and after 
it went under, Winkler sold a smaller 
quantity of his allegedly illegal catch di- 
rectly to Bob Gosman Co. Inc., of which 
Asa and Bryan are managers, prosecu- 
tors said. 

Fishing captains are required by fed- 
eral law to accurately detail their catch 
on forms known as a Fishing Vessel Trip 
Report and wholesalers are required to 
specify what they purchase on a form 
known as a dealer report, both of which 
are submitted to NOAA, which uses the 
data to manage fisheries. But the captain 
and the fish dealers falsified their reports 
to cover up the fact that fish were taken 
in excess of quotas, authorities said. The 


Gosmans’ cousins also withheld docu-_ 


ments and records sought by a federal 
grand jury in an effort to cover up the 
fraud, according to investigators. 

The indictments were part of Opera- 
tion One-Way Chandelier, an ongoing 
multi-year investigation into fisher- 
ies fraud on Long Island being led by 
NOAA’ Office of. Law Enforcement. The 
foursome will be arraigned at a future 
date. Attorney information for the sus- 
pects was not immediately available. 

Upwards of 15,000 Ibs. of fish daily 
pass through the Gosman family’s 
wholesale fish market, which is the big- 
gest operation in the heart of New York 
State’s largest commercial fishing port.

Development Leads to D

O n the sunny but windy afternoon 
of April 23 in Sag Harbor, the 
John Steinbeck Waterfront Park was 
buzzing. Citizens filled the usually 
quiet land on the edge of the village, 
where the mayor, several trustees, 
the village attorney and others called 
a meeting to discuss a controversial 
development that could mean’ pro- 
found change for the community. But 
this wasn’t a meeting to discuss the 
threat of a big box store corporatizing 
the lovely village, or tall condos com- 
mercializing the historic waterfront. 
Instead, villagers were concerned that 
a beloved arts institution with two de- 
cades of built-up goodwill had become 
the subject of the largest controversy 
Sag Harbor had seen in years. 

“T want to be very clear—this is not 


a pro-Bay Street or anti-Bay Street 


conversation,” said Mayor Kathleen 
Mulcahy in her opening remarks. “I 
personally am thrilled that Bay Street 
(Theater) has bought the property be- 
hind me arid is going to stay here in 
the village, and I expect and hope that 
something beautiful will be built here.” 
Mulcahy was referencing the brick

building directly behind her known 
as the Water Street Shops, which cur- 
rently houses, among other things, a 
7-Eleven, one of the only chain stores 
in Sag Harbor. 

The building was purchased by 
newly formed nonprofit group Friends 
of Bay Street in October 2020 for close 
to $13.9 million. On April 6, Bay Street 
Theater held a pre-recorded video pre- 
sentation revealing renderings of the 
planned new facility, which will house 
a 299-seat theater, dedicated space for

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the organization’s year-round educa- 
tional programs, a center for new work 
development, a‘shop and scenery stor- 
age space and more. 

The renderings shown in the video 
raised more than a few red flags with 
the community, which led to the April 


23 meeting. For one, the planned. 


building by architectural firm Roger 
Ferris + Partners looks quite large. 
Many were concerned that the build- 
ing would not abide by the 25-foot 
height limit on waterfront property in 
accordance with village zoning rules, 
blocking the waterfront views for the 
rest of Sag Harbor. 

Mulcahy addressed the many ru- 
mors swirling about the developments, 
including that Friends of Sag Harbor 
planned to purchase and demolish 
more buildings. While some of the 
rumors could not be confirmed or de- 
nied, Mulcahy outlined the facts: In 
addition to the 7-Eleven building, the 
group has also purchased the Dodds 
& Eder building, plans to buy 2 Main 
Street and leave it open to become part 
of the Steinbeck Waterfront Park and 
is looking to lease the gas ball property 
from National Grid, which is currently 
used as a municipal parking lot. 

The multiple high-profile property 
purchases, and growing rumor mill, 
has led to a sentiment that the new 
Bay Street Theater was but the first 
step in a wealthy developer’s plans to 
redevelop Sag Harbor with a vision not 
in step with the village’s history or per- 
sonality. 

Friends of Bay Street was founded 
less than a year ago by Adam Potter as 
Friends of Bay Street and Sag Harbor 
Redevelopment, Inc., though it’s since 
distanced itself from the second half 
of its name. But Potter, an outsider to 
the close-knit village, has done little 
to calm the fears of the community, 


despite pledging to open a new con- . 


venience store as a consolation for the 
closing 7-Eleven. 

The developments have even caused 
alarm within the arts community. 
April Gornik, founder of artist resi- 
dency center The Church and chair of 
the Sag Harbor Cinema Board, sent a 
letter to the Sag Harbor Express with 
her concerns. Gornik wrote, “We have 
all been thrilled that our beloved Bay 
Street Theater, an important cultural 
anchor of the village, will be staying 
here in Sag Harbor, but the presenta- 
tion made Tuesday, April 6, omitted 
critical points...Nor do we know who 
the backer for Adam Potter, Friends of 
Bay Street’s representative, is.” Gornik 
outlined these points in her letter, 
stressing that, “The purchases may be 
legal, but this obfuscation seems like 
duplicity, and makes our beloved Bay 
Street seem like a distraction from a

larger land grab.” 

Making matters even more compli- 
cated are the proposed changes to wa- 
terfront zoning laws, which have been 
in the works for years. There is current- 
ly a moratorium on waterfront devel- 
opment. During the meeting, Mulcahy 
surprised many when she stated that 
the Water Street Shops did not techni- 
cally count as waterfront property.

It is also part of an undercurrent of clashes 
that often go unseen by many. That is, until something brings things back 
into focus. 

Such a momentarrived in October, albeit unintended, when East Hampton 
artist Scott Bluedorn debuted a unique art installation on Accabonac Harbor 
as part of the Parrish Art Museum’s Parrish Road Show—the “Bonac Blirtd” 
a floating duck blind and livable mini-home with multilayered meaning 
behind it. 

The message “honors the older traditions of the area, fishing, farming, 
hunting, being close to the land and the environment—those are things 
that are built into the local counter culture of Springs,” Bluedorn explains. 
“One could also say that a lot of families have been displaced because of 
affordability, the housing crisis and the gentrification of that area, and the 
whole area in general....You can hear it in the name itself, ‘Bonac Blind,’ as 
well. It’s a double entendre, meaning the current culture is blind to the fact 
that people of this culture exist, and it’s eroding.” 

The culture Bluedorn is spotlighting is that of the Bonackers, the 

* founding settler families of Springs who have attempted to remain 
in the Accabonac Harbor area and throughout East Hampton for 
generations despite the rising cost of living pushing them and other 
multi-generational families out. 

“It wakes people up to the fact of this older culture that is closer to the 
natural world than we are now—in touch with the rhythm of tides, bird 
migrations and fish migrations, and that’s really important, because as the 
makeup of the town changes, I think a lot of that is lost,” Bluedorn says, 
clarifying that he isn’t a Bonacker himself. “I just want to. make sure that 
people know what the founding principles are, and that goes back to the 


the town trustee’s permit posted at the installation site, acknowledging, his 
permission to dock his art piece on Accabonac Harbor, had gone missing. 
Next, he noticed that it looked like someone had kicked in a few of the 
structure’s plexiglass windowpanes. The next day, before he had a chance 
to replace the windowpanes, he discovered that someone had thrown dead 
fish, squid and bait through the opening. In addition to the minor damage 
to the duck blind, a homemade metal caltrop (a tire-flattening device) was 
found in the parking lot leading to the installation. 

While Bluedorn doesn’t have concrete evidence to an organized attack 
on “Bonac Blind” and is not looking to point fingers or find the people 
responsible, he does have a suspicion that he offended the very group he 
was trying to honor. “I thought there was a possibility that some of the same 
people who I’m trying to honor wouldn’t want that attention or would take 
it the wrong way,” Bluedorn says. “There has been an anti-art, anti-city- 
person vibe among these people, and for them to take it the wrong way, like 


I'm invading their space or bringing them unwanted attention, I thought - ~ 
could be possible.” He adds, “Fish being thrown in there may have beena - 


calling card, but there was no message or reason given.” 

Bluedorn later replaced the plexiglass windowpanes and trustee’s permit, 
adding a second sign explaining his respectful intentions for “Bonac Blind” 
in case there was a misunderstanding, but that sign and the second permit 
also disappeared shortly after. When he disclosed the events that befell 
“Bonac Blind” on social media, the East End arts community responded 
with notes of support but made it clear that the unfortunate nature of this 

* news was far from surprising. 

“I still see the “Bonac Blind’ as a sign of hope, because it generated 

a tremendous amount of positive responses from dozens of visitors,” 


anonymously express their anger rather than engage 
in an open conversation. Scott's work is a labor of 
love that addresses issues that he, as a local artist, is 
concerned about—the disappearance of traditions, 
the environment, and affordable housing. He created 
an enjoyable experience while asking questions. 
That’s what good art does.” 

Although there has been nobody yet deemed 
responsible for this action, that is almost beside 
the point. “There are people who feel that art is not 
for them—that its sheer existence in their world is 
unwelcoming, meant only for those with means,” 
Southampton Arts Center Artistic Director Amy 
Kirwin explains. “But the beauty of Scott’s work and 
so many others, especially on the East End, is the 
inspiration taken from the cherished history of the 
region. It’s important to present projects like this that ; 
move outside the walls of museums, galleries and 
art centers in order to show people that art isa part “~ 
of life, that it comes in many forms, and it truly is for 
everyone.” 

Founder of dance theater company The Néo-Political 
Cowgirls Kate Mueth reveals that she has “had retaliatory actions taken 
against me at my home due to public art supported by Fast Hampton Town,” 
shedding light on the fact that anti-art sentiments have reared their heads in 
the Hamptons before “Bonac Blind.” 

In 2014, Mueth followed the necessary East Hampton Town procedures 
to take over the Parsons Blacksmith Shop in Springs for a two-week run of

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Preservation Fund Spikes in First Quarter 


As Shelter Island’s Revenue 
Nearly Triples 


SHELTER ISLAND’S 7 APPLE ORCHARD LANE SOLD FOR $9.1 MILLION, HELPING TO ATTRIBUTE TO WHY SHELTER ISLAND’S CPF REVENUES ARE HIGHER THAN USUAL.

irst quarter revenues for the 

Peconic Bay Community Preser- 
vation (CPF) were the largest in the 
fund’s 23-year history, Assemblyman 
Fred W. Thiele Jr. reported late last 
week. 

The community preservation fund, 
which generates money from a 2% tax 
on all real estate transfers, received 
$55.22 million in the first quarter 
of 2021, a 78.6% jump from the first 
quarter a year ago. In the first quarter 
of 2020, which was mainly before the 
big jolt to East End real estate due to 
the COVID-19 pandemic, brought in 
$30.92 million. 

“Revenues for the CPF continue to 
reflect the significant increase in real 
estate activity on the East End since 
the advent of the pandemic,” Thiele 
said in a statement. “This marks the 
eighth straight month that revenues 
have exceeded $10 million per month. 
The last six months have all exceeded 
$15 million per month.” 

The Town of Shelter Island saw the 
biggest increase in this first quarter—a 
191.3% jump year over year. The town 
received $1.34 million in 2021, as op- 


posed to $460,000 in 2020. 

To put it in perspective, in all of 
2020 the town received $3.08 million. 

“Activity in ‘Shelter Island has 
definitely picked up over the last 12 
months,” says Gary DePersia of Corco- 
ran. “Prior to that, in the 12 months 
ending mid-2020, there were no sales 
over $5 million. In the past year there 
have been several including my fan- 
tastic listing at 7 Apple Orchard Lane 
which just closed at $9.1 million.” 

The sale of Four Seas, as the water- 
front home is known, is the biggest 
so far in 2021 for the small island. 
The house, which had been listed 
with DePersia and his colleague, at 
Corcoran Peter McCracken, closed 
on March 18. 

“The Shelter Island market has 
been strong, steadily picking up steam 
since the spring of 2020,” says Penel- 
ope Moore of Saunders & Associates, 
who brought the buyers for the 1.5-acre 
property. The 10,000-square-foot, 
six-bedroom gambrel-style home was 
renovated by Ben Krupinski Builder. 

“What many people do not recall 
is that after the presidential election 
in 2016, the real estate market qui- 
eted down for a while, then began to 


rebound in 2017,” Moore says. When 
the state and local tax (SALT) reform 
became law in December of 2017, “the 
momentum which had been building 
quieted down as second home buyers, 
which comprise most of our customer 
base, sat out a full cycle, to see how 


their finances would be affected,” she 
. explains. - : 


‘In 2018, after tax time, the market 
got stronger, however with the pan- 
demic most of the inventory that 
had been waiting since these slow- 
downs cleared out, and were sold. 
In the majority of these cases, buy- 
ers got pre-pandemic pricing, which 
presented excellent opportunities. 
There are still properties that are 
‘sleeper listings, that are available 
and waiting for a buyer with an eye,” 
Moore says. 

DePersia agrees. The sale of 7 Ap- 
ple Orchard Lane “bodes well for my 
new 3.25-acre waterfront compound 
at 10 Lari Lane, now on the market for 
$11.995 million, $2.5 million less than 
previously listed.” 


Meanwhile, East Hampton Town 


also saw a big boost to its preservation 
fund when drawing the annual com- 
parison. East Hampton took in $17.5 


million so far this year versus $6. 
million last year. 

Meanwhile, the Town of Southamp- 
ton received $31.32 million in the first 
quarter of 21, a 55% bump from ’20, 
when the first quarter brought forth 
$20.20 million. _ : 

Riverhead Town has received $1.82 
million in the first quarter, a 44.4% 
increase. In the first quarter of 2020 it 
received $1.26 million. 

Lastly, the Town of Southold saw 
the smallest increase, but it was still 
a 40.6% increase. The figures for this 
year’s first quarter are $3.22 million 
over $2.29 million for the same period 
last year. 

March . 2021’s_ revenues totaled 
$18.15 million. In March of 2020, 
just as the COVID-19 shutdowns 
began, the total revenue’ was 
$10.19 million. 

Since the program began in 1999, 
the preservation fund has generated 
$1.655 billion. The last 12 months 
have been a banner year thanks 
to the record number of real es- 
tate sales. The revenues have total 
$164 million. 

The 2% tax under the CPF expires in 
2050.

hen Dan Rattiner, our esteemed 

founder of Dan’s Papers, first 
came out to the Hamptons, oddly 
enough, it wasn’t by choice.

Rattiner’s text is a riveting read 
through time, taking us through de- 
cades of change and development 
in the Hamptons, starting with the 
physical “waves of glaciers” that liter- 
ally formed the South Fork (and the 
rest of Long Island) to the “waves of 
invasions” over the decades that have 
shaped the social landscape, from 
the early English settlers, the fisher- 
men and farmers, to the influx of “old 
money” and the high society set, to the 
Bohemians, hippies, artists and writ- 
ers, to the wave of “new money” and 
the celebrity set, and the (literal) wave 
of surfers. 

Dan Rattiner is used to asking the 
questions, so it was fun to turn the 
tables and get the inside scoop on this 
new book.

How did Hamptons Private 
come about? 

It was great fun. I wrote this during 
the pandemic.

I think since P’ve been run- 
ning a journal for all these years [the 
iconic Dan’s Papers is 62 years old], I 
seemed to be a witness to some of the

As for the people here when I first — 


got here, it seemed to me that nearly all of them

JOE STEFANELLI’S “SOHAG SENTINEL”

he inception of Master Minds, the 

latest exhibition at White Room 
Gallery in Bridgehampton, begs the 
question, “What does a mastermind 
look like?” Gallery owners/directors 
Andrea McCafferty and Kat O’Neill 
then chose two late artists more than 
worthy of such a lofty title—Joe Ste-

fanelli and Sasson Soffer. 

“A mastermind is a brilliant thinker 
with original ideas,” the co-owners 
state. “Joe Stefanelli and Sasson Soffer 
are two world renowned artists who 
not only live up to that description but 
who have also shared a connection 
to East Hampton through Joe’s stu- 
dio paintings and Sasson’s sculpture 
park.” 

Born in Philadelphia in 1921, Ste- 
fanelli became a member of the New 
York School Abstract Expressionists, 
which was considered to be the lead- 
ing art movement after WWII. During 
his life, he worked out of his studios 
in East Hampton and the Lower East 
Side and showed alongside contem- 
poraries Jackson Pollock, Willem de 
Kooning and Franz Kline. 

“The studio tucked in the back of 24 
Cedar Street was a magical place, es- 
pecially in the late afternoon, when, if 
you hit it right, Joe Stefanelli would be 
cracking open a beer,” author Shaun 
Assael remembers fondly. “Joe loved 
talking baseball and rolling his eyes at 
the summer crowd. I’m not sure I ever 
saw him wear anything resembling

a pastel or go near the beach. But he 
wore a safari hat better than Heming- 
way and knew his way around an Ital- 
ian vegetable garden blindfolded. The 
East End can be an endless search for 
a happening. But on those afternoons 
where Joe would hand over a Pabst 
and want to know what was going on 
in the world beyond Cedar Street, you 
knew you were in the right place.” 

Following his death in 2017, his art 
lives on in collections at the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago, the Corcoran Art Mu- 
seum in Washington, the Walker Art 
Center in Minneapolis, the Whitney 
Museum in New York City and else- 
where. 

Soffer was born nearly on the other 
side of the world, in Baghdad, in 1925. 
In response the Arab-Israeli War in 
1948, he fled Iran for Israel and later 
made his way to New York City to at- 
tend Brooklyn College where he stud- 
ied alongside abstract artists Ad Rein- 
hardt, Mark Rothko, Burgoyne Diller 
and José de Rivera. He dedicated the 
early part of his career to abstract 
painting and developed his own sig- 
nature color, a deep ultramarine blue, 
that he often embellished with Arabic 
calligraphy. By 1963, Soffer was be- 
coming more well-known for his pub- 
lic sculptures than his paintings, and 
his structures stood tall at Lincoln 
Center, Battery Park, the Indianapolis 
Museum of Art and Harvard Univer- 
sity.

In 1986, Soffer and his wife, Stella 
Sands, bought a house off Red Dirt 
Road in Amagansett. Unlike Stefanel- 
li, Soffer adored East End beaches and 
frequented them fully dressed in white 
to beat the heat. Several years later, he 
bought five acres off Town Lane Road 
in East Hampton to house several of 
his monumental sculptures. 


After his passing in 2009, Soffer’s 


sculptures remain on display across 
Israel, China, Lithuania and Cuba. 

Now, Stefanelli and Soffer’s abstract 
art comes together in the can't-miss 
Master Minds exhibition, on view 
through Sunday, May 9. “Sasson lived 
to 84, Joe to 96—two artists from 
different backgrounds living parallel 
lives of abstraction,” White Room Gal- 
lery directors McCafferty and O’Neill 
continue. “As Thoreau said, “It’s not 
what you look at that matters. It’s what 
you see.”

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This Week’s Cover Artist: 


Debra 


Domingos

D ebra Domingos talks about the 
personal inspiration behind this 
week’s lovely cover, her favorite East 
End spots and more. 


What was the inspiration for 
this piece? 

A former colleague of mine was 
reminiscing about her grandmother's 
garden and asked me if I ever painted 
hollyhocks as they were her grand- 
mother’s favorite. I knew little about 
this vintage garden flower but the 
former librarian in me was about to 
find out. Besides being a flower that I 
recalled seeing in old nursery rhyme 
illustrations and in Peter Rabbit’s 
garden, I found out that it was a rela- 
tively easy flower to grow from seed 
and one that reseeds itself on Long 
Island. From my reference material, I 
was reminded that this was the very 
flower that grew on either side of my 
own grandmother’s stoop many years 
ago at her modest Baldwin home. I 
remembered that there were strings 
saved from Sunday morning bakery 
boxes supporting the hollyhocks long 
fuzzy stems and how bees and butter- 
flies were always active around their 
vibrant petals. The more I painted 
them, the more in touch with my 
senses from times long ago I became. 
I could literally smell the sunshine on 
ripening tomatoes and cooked garlic 


in the air from Grandma’s kitchen. 
Painting does that to me sometimes. 

Talk about your artistic 
process. 

Painting for me involves a lot of 
thinking and observation before the 
paint even hits the canvas. I paint in 
both watercolor and acrylic and my 
approach to each is completely differ- 
ent. With this watercolor in particular, 
my goal was to emphasize the dramat- 
ic shape and delicate nature of petals 
against deep shadows and backlight- 
ing. I used the wet on wet method 
to achieve the background and then 
deepened the shadows with layers of 
wash leaving white space to create the 
illusion of light. 


What inspires you most as an 
artist? 


I’m inspired by the natural world. - 


Big topic, yes, but it’s true. I watch 
each sunrise and sunset, and nothing 
is ever the same. My garden and those 
that inhabit it are different each day, 
and every walk on the beach or trail 
brings something new to focus on. 
Many of my paintings involve the sea 
and those living just below the sur- 


face. Besides nature, I am inspired by’ 


other artists. The artists I know are 
my cheerleaders and my critics. I’d be 
hard pressed to do what I do without 
them. 


What are your favorite spring 
spots on the East End? 

While I live on the South Fork, 
I spend much of my time at a fam- 
ily residence in Cutchogue, just op- 
posite Robins Island. Inspiration 
is boundless there. I can -often be 
found paddling in the estuary where 
the yellow island grasses slowly 
transform to a spring green that 
is so bright that it hurts your eyes 
and the water is so clear you can 
count the mussels attached to the 
bogs. I love the Lavender Fields and 
the view from New Suffolk Beach. 
My South Shore spring haunts in- 
clude the Terrell River County Park, 
formerly known as the Haven’s Es- 
tate, and Union Avenue Dock in

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Best-selling author’s book on 
Halston now a Netflix series

teven Gaines says he has retired— 
but that’s hard to believe. 

Gaines, The New York Times best- 
selling author, journalist, radio host 
and co-founder of the Hamptons In- 
ternational Film Festival, seems to be 
hotter than ever. His 1991 biography 
of fashion icon Halston, titled Simply 
Halston: The Untold Story is finally be- 
ing told as a five-hour series on Netflix 
starring Ewan McGregor. 

Gaines’ Hamptons classic, Philistines 
at the Hedgerow: Passion and Proper- 
ty in the Hamptons (1998), in which he 


meticulously and hilariously chronicles _ 


the powerful and pretentious charac- 
ters on the East End, is also being made 
into a series. His moving memoir One 
of These Things First (2016), about his 
struggles as a 15-year old gay teen, re- 
ceived critical acclaim, and he is cur- 
rently writing part two. 

I caught up with Gaines, a longtime 
East End resident, via phone from his 
infamous house in Wainscott, which 
he purchased from the former owner of 
the The Swamp, the legendary gay club 
in the Hamptons that closed 20 years 
ago. 

Retiring or not, Gaines never met a 
story he couldn't tell. 


What made you want to write 
about Halston, and what was the 
reaction to the book? 

It was originally an assignment from 
Vanity Fair. Tina Brown asked me to 
write about him and it was never pub- 


lished, but that’s when I first gathered 
the material; a year or two later there 


was interest from [publisher] Putnam 


that I write his biography, and I said, 
“Sure, I'd love to.” 

It was exciting. I got to meet a lot of 
people in the fashion world. But a lot 
of people were also very mad—because 
the truth is sometimes hard. I don’t 
blame them in away: _ 

What made people mad about 
Simply Halston? 

Halston was, in fact, a cocaine 
addict—a lot of people were on drugs 
then but they clearied up their acts. 
The cocaine affected him in a really, re- 
ally bad way—he was totally unhinged 
and nasty—and this guy was a ge- 
nius, with absolute incredible taste. 
He had a remarkable way of looking 
at things, a different expression of fash- 


ion. He was really quite something, and 


marvelous and fun and glamorous and 
dramatic. He was the epitome of 1970s 
glamour—and he blamed the business- 
men for destroying it—but it was really 
Halston who destroyed it. 


Did you spend time with 
Halston? 

I didn't, really. I had one conversation 
my whole life with Halston in which 
he told me to ‘steal’ from myself—to 
find your strength, and then steal from 
yourself. I thought about that a lot, and 
I think I eventually understood what he 
meant. 

I looked at my work and I said, “The 
best part of my work was that I was a 
good storyteller’—not that I wrote

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beautiful sentences or had wonderful 
metaphors. So I went back and I saw 
that, and I said, “I’m going to take that 
and tell stories.” A 

What took so long to adapt Sim- 
ply Halston into a series? 

The rights to produce the book were 
bought 20 years ago. First, it was go- 
ing to be a movie, then they didn't see 
it as a movie. Alec Baldwin wanted to 
be Halston—he took the option for five 
years—that fell through. These things 
happen. 

Saying I’m the author of a book is like 
a whore who wants to be asked to stay 
for breakfast. They bought my book 
and I really have not been in touch with 
them, but I love how the series turned 
out. 


You’ve written a lot of bestsell- 
ers, but Philistines at the Hedge- 


row is the one you are most iden- _ 
tified with. How do you see the - 


book? _ 

The book is a social-and cultural his- 
tory of the Hamptons in a moment of 
dramatic change. I wrote it as a love 
letter to the Hamptons. It’s lighthearted 
and a good story. 

Fox Searchlight TV is involved in the 
series. I read the first two hours [of the 
script]; it’s wonderful, they really cap- 
ture what the Hamptons are and not in 
a mean way—it’s perfect. 


Did Philistines change your life? 

It did. When it came out and was very 
successful, especially out here, a friend 
said, “Now you have a place at the table.” 
Invitations were coming in, I was ex- 
pected to be a “witty” guest, and guess 
what — I didn’t want a place at the table. 
I'm a down home Brooklyn 
boy, and I passed by that 
meal... 


Your memoir made 
me cry and laugh. 
What made you write 
about your life after 
writing so many books 
about other people’s 
lives—Halston, Calvin 
Klein, The Beatles, The Beach 
Boys, Marjoe? 

I think everyone wants to tell their 
story and be remembered. Many people 
now want to write memoirs and are vid- 
eotaping their lives so their grandchil- 
dren can see them—you know, leaving a 
mark—I think that’s very important. 


Did you feel that, in your own 
family, you couldn’t say anything 
about your sexuality? 

Oh my God, I was so ashamed. How

could I ever look my grandfather in the 
eyes again, or anybody, or walk down 
the street? I didn’t want to be that per- 
son. I felt very isolated. 

There’s nothing worse than a self-hat- 
ing gay Jew. It’s a very bad combination 
[laughs]. 

I knew of no other gay people. There 
wasn't a word “gay” that I knew about. 
You were a “f-----.” It was just terrible. I 
would rather die than anybody find out.

sex with women—the cure was called 
“copious coitus” and that meant I was 
a cad.

But people of my age bracket—I 
guess you. call them “seniors” now— 
they really suffered through a time 
of tremendous prejudice... The inter- 
esting thing was, towards the end of 
the *7os, gay people had become, for 
five minutes, kind of “chic.” Everyone 
wanted gay friends, and “gay influ- 
ence” was way way out of the closet. 
Then, of course, AIDS happened and 
it took away that blossom on the vine. 


Are you really retiring? 

Yes, I’ve become a gentleman farm- 
er. [we laugh] Okay, not really, but 
I am trying to find out if it is legal to 
plant marijuana in my backyard. I’m 
actually kind of kicking back. 

Writers are expected to die over 
their keyboard. I’m going to be 75 
in November, and I don’t want to go 
chasing waterfalls. I just want to write 
what pleases me and enjoy. I just want 
to be remembered.

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The Shadow Pandemic of Mental Health

While our country seems focused on 
the COVID-19 pandemic, a shadow pan-

individuals. COVID has exacerbated an 
already prevalent mental health problem. 
Record numbers of Americans have re- 
ported symptoms of anxiety and depres- 
sion during the pandemic. There has also 
been an increase in Americans reporting 


stress, loneliness and an overall feeling of 


languishing. 

You are not alone if you are struggling with a mental health is- 
sue. Yes, a stigma about mental health still pervades our culture. 
But remember, even the greatest of our biblical ancestors struggled 
with their mental health. From Moses, who cries out to God about 
the emotional anguish and burden of leadership (Numbers 11:14- 
15), to the prophet Jonah who sinks into deep despair (Jonah 4:3) 
and King David, who in his book of Psalms declares: “From the 
lowest depths, I call out to you (Psalm 130:1).” Mental health issues 
can be debilitating, but there are resources that can help you. 

A profound debate in the Talmud, one of the great books of 
Jewish wisdom, offers us some sage advice amidst this mental 
health crisis. The rabbis of old argue over the meaning of the pro- 
verbial verse: “If there is anxiety on a person’s mind, then they 
should quash it (Proverbs 12:25).” On the one side, Rabbi Asi says 
we should take this at face value and simply dispel our negative 
thoughts or bottle them up. Offering a contrary opinion, Rabbi 
Ami teaches that we might understand the proverbial wisdom dif- 
ferently. ; 

Instead of quashing our anxieties, we should instead vocalize 
them. That is, when we talk about our mental ailments, we begin 
to quell them. While general human tendency is to listen to Rabbi 
Asi and attempt to bottle up our emotions, mental health profes- 
sionals will universally advise in line with Rabbi Ami. One of the 
best ways for us to navigate the ballooning mental health crisis is 
for us to talk about it communally, and for each of us to find outlets 
to process our emotions with a professional or someone whom we 
trust.

The weather is getting warmer, 
the sun shining a little brighter, 
and life on the East End, af- 
ter more than a year of the 
coronavirus, is feeling a 
little closer to normal.

Namely, to love 
God and to love your neighbor. It is love that allows us to 
transcend uncertainty. It is love that allows us to make 
sense of our vulnerability, even our mortality. So, the 
pandemic has been a double whammy, accentuating our 
vulnerability and limiting the normal ways by which we 
access community, social connection...love. 

We all need to look out for one another, and we all 
need to reach out to one another. The pandemic has 
changed a lot, but it hasn’t changed that fact that we 
need each other. Please take the time and find a way to 
give and receive some love.

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Arthur Aidala 


Attorney to The A-Listers

rthur Aidala, a legal advocate for 

the A-listers, is among the na- 
tion’s most well-respected trial attor- 
neys. 

Aidala can often be found on the 
pages of the New York City tabloids 
commenting on recent high-profile 
lawsuits. He can also be found in East 
Quogue. His father was a legendary 
criminal defense attorney, too, who also 
inspired Arthur's love of the East End 
and the law. 

“My father led by example,” he says. 
“The example of hard work, the exam- 
ple of not taking shortcuts, not cheat- 
ing, holding the highest moral and 
ethical standards and holding yourself 
above all others in terms of accountabil- 
ity. Watching him get dressed in a suit 
each day, walk to the subway and make 
sure he was able to earn a living, still 
inspires me.” 

Arthur’s earliest memories in the 
Hamptons begin on a fishing trip with 
his father, who is now 82. They escaped 
the hustle-and-bustle of the city for a 
day on the water in Hampton Bays, in 
August of 1974. Aidala, 6 at the time, 
remembers the trip vividly. 

“Of all the men on the boat, my fa- 
ther was the only one to catch anything 
substantial—and it was a large Mako 
shark,” he recalls. “We had it mounted 
and hung it on the wall, where it re- 
mains to this day. It’s been there for 46 
years, and I’m going to bring it to my 
house in the Hamptons, because that’s 
where it belongs.” 

He attended the State University of 
New York at Purchase, to pursue a de- 
gree in acting, changing course along 
the way to pursue a degree in law. He 
then graduated in 1992 with his Juris 
Doctorate from City University of New 
York School of Law. He was admitted to 
the NY State Bar, the NJ State Bar and 
the U.S. District Court, NJ, that year. 
He launched his career in law as a pros- 
ecutor, with the Kings County District 
Attorney’s Office, where Aidala tried 
dozens of felony cases. 

“I started really practicing at the 
same time that Rudy Giuliani came into 
office,” he says. “The process of policing 
changed based on modern technology. 


There were so many arrests and not 
enough prosecutors to try the cases. I 
remember being told by the district at- 
torney that it ‘was in my DNA to be in 
the courtroom, and soon thereafter, 
I was able to start trying cases earlier 
than many in my class.” 

He adds, “I would trip getting out of 
bed in the morning because I enjoyed 
what I did so much.” 

In 1997, he left the King’s County Dis- 
trict Attorney's Office to run for New 
York City council. The heated election 
ended when Aidala came up 108 votes 
short in a three-way race. 

“The original polls showed me as a 
virtual unknown at 3%,” he says. “On 
Election Day, after coming in at 37%, it 


was a great experience and it definitely - 


helped me launch my law firm and be- 
come more well known in the commu- 
nity.” 

Aidala launched his law firm a month 
after losing that election, using some of 
the momentum built during the race 
to build a client base. Now, in 2021, 
he is the managing partner of Aidala 
Bertuna & Kamins, PC, and has tried 
cases in federal and NYS courts. He is 
a critically acclaimed legal practitioner, 
with awards and recognitions only out- 
numbered by acquittals secured for his 
clients. His success, he says, is based on 
passion. 

“Whether it was when I was in the 
district attorney’s office or in private 
practice, I was able to identify which 
cases were appropriate to go to trial,” 
he says. “Once you make that com- 
mitment and determine ‘this is a case 


that a jury needs to decide, you need to 


believe in that case and have the pas- 
sion, energy and enthusiasm to do ev- 
erything possible to get the best result 
for your client.” . 

Outside of the courtroom, Aidala has 
been successful in TV and radio. Since 
1999, Aidala has been a frequent guest 
on national cable news broadcasting, 
providing legal analysis on cases in the 
news, including live analysis on The 
News with Shepard Smith. Aidala is 
also a frequent guest on nationally syn- 
dicated radio broadcasts. 

“Being on television and radio is 
much less stressful than being in the 
courtroom,” he says. “If I make a mis-

take on television or radio, the only 
person that will get in trouble is me. In 
the courtroom, we don’t have that same 
luxury.” 

Aidala has recently been appointed 
president of the renowned Friar’s Club. 
He'll be succeeding TV icon Larry King 
at the post, after his 2020 death. 

“The Friar’s Club is engrained in 
the fabric of New York City,” he says. 
“It has been celebrating the entertain- 
ment business since 1904. We need it 
now more than ever. Having been in 
the footsteps of the great Larry King to 
lead my fellow Friars through its new 
iteration is an honor I never thought 
imaginable.” 

Aidala has owned a home in East 
Quogue since 2005, and since the pan- 
demic, he’s been able to enjoy more 
of what the Hamptons has to offer. 

“T love the winter out here, I spark up 
my two fireplaces, stay warm and throw 
some food in the oven, open a bottle of 
red wine, turn on the football game en- 
joying the relaxation and peace of the 
East End,” he says. “I’m one of those 
people who celebrate ‘Tumbleweed 
Tuesday’ after Labor Day weekend.” 

_ Aidala, his wife and law partner, 
Marianne Bertuna, and his two kids 


now spend time enjoying the Hamp- 
tons in much the same way Aidala did 
with his own father in 1974. 

“There has been a lot of time spent 
at Ponquogue Beach in Hampton Bays, 
where I often like to swim even in the 
winter months,” he says. “After working 
up an appetite, I like to retire to Centro 
Restaurant or, for a great pizza, I'll go 
to Salvatore’s. I enjoy giving Hampton 
Bays a lot of love. For the special, ro- 
mantic nights, like our upcoming wed- 
ding anniversary, we will dine at the 
Stone Creek Inn.” 

He concludes by saying: “My over- 
all philosophy on life has always been 
to find the silver linings and find the 
glass half full. During the pandemic, 
that glass half-full was the time able to 
spend on the East End. While I always 
knew how much I enjoyed being out 
here, this past year cemented my com- 
mitment to maintain a residence here 
for the rest of my life. And, to that end, 
I have begun to look for office space to 
open an additional law office space for 
my firm to serve the community of the 
East End.”
